"There's a spectre haunting 
the country rthese days and it's 
called Women's Liberation." 
These , were Kate Millett's. open- 
ing words as she spoke to a 
crammed auditorium in Leacock 
132 yesterday at a lecture spoor 
sored by the McGill Debating 
Union. - 

Millett called for total change 
in our society's economic, po- 
litical,' social, and cultural struc- 
tures. She stressed the need (or 
alignment of all groups of. op- 
pressed peoples including blacks, 
students, women,- and even men, 
whq^must^ ' be liberated from 
thepreauies of their status. ' 



"Men are encouraged to strike 
for a superiority which they are 
bicapable of attaining,-" she stated. 
. "Great changes must be made 
until masculinity and femininity 
give way to humanity." 

Recounting a brief history of 
~the movement, Millett recalled 
that in the years between 1840 
and 1920 women fought for and 
réceived "minimal rights vMch 
proved to be only superficial." 
In the 50 years before the recent 
revival of the movement a 
"counter-revolutionary" environ- 
ment prevailed which is being 
challenged by the modem move- 
>ment 

: To emphasize the very plight 
of vromen,- she cited her woric 



last summer with prostitutes 
who provide "the most flagrant 
case of _ oppression. They . are' 
eiploited by eveiyohe.- Imposed - 
self-hatred has , become : ; their 
whole life. This ii the most cru- 
cial and most heart-breaking 
situation of women today." 

Employment statistics speak 
for themselves in proving ex- 
treme exploitation of women. 
Women's average incomes are 
half those of men, while the edu- 
cational level of women is gener- 
ally higher than that of men in 
comparable income brackets. 
Miss Millett calls her perspec- 
tive on liberation "Sexual Pol- 
itics" which manifesto,, itself,;, in^

This led the BSA to accuse the 
officials of racism. The BSA 
steering committee complained 
that they had been treated badly 
and asked for the resignation of 
the officials concerned. 

EUS officials maintained that 
they had the right to protect the 
interesto of - thehr members, 
even if such action was uncons- 
titutional. They pohited out that 
a petition carrying 50 signatures 
had been submitted to them to 
request the withholding of the 
money.

lowed. They were prepared to 
let an open meeting decide the : 
issue, they said; but they would 
not condone unilateral action 
on ^the ' part of a few officers^j 
who - disagreed with the EUS;!

The part of the EUS consti- 
tution on which both sides bas- 
ed theb: case was Article 12 
which states that open meetings 
may be called "upon receipt of 
a request for a meeting signed 
by 5((membera of the EUS." and 
that such meetings ''shall be 
able to 'raiidiiç|^î;,business uhd^ 
the c6nst)iûtIoi^lnd1lb^dëcis 
shall become official EUS policy." 

Following the controversy 
over the council's decision, the .

1 000 march in support of Chartrand

" "Quebec loves Chartrand" 
announced a placard (in English) 
at one of the largest demonstra- 
tions held in Montreal since the 
proclamation of the War Mea- 
sures Act. More .than 1000 per-- 
sons, mostly members of the 
CNTU and studento. marched in 
sub-zero weather to call for the 
release of . Michel Chartrand from 
the Parthenais Prison. 

Although members of the riot 
squad and the QPP were present 
en masse no arresto were made 
and the protest was peaceful. 
° The demonstrators walked around 
the hew Ministry of Justice build- ' 
ing on Parthenais street chantbig'; 
the usual slogans: "Chartrand ; 
dehors!.'.'. "La Justice ça se fait 
dans la rue.". A large proportion

The only incident was the 
throwing of burning wads of paper 
from the 15th floor Jails of the 
I^rthenato. Buildings. ,The de- 
mmistrators deaired and continu- 
ed their "tour" of the QPP head- 
quarters. 

The demonstration had been 
called for by the Montreal Cen- 
tral Council of the CNTU and took 
place from five to seven o'clock, 
hi order that workers could vat- 
tend the protest after vworidog 

Anger over the arrest of^the 
outspoken labour leader was fur- 
ther aggravated by a police 
search of the trade union's Mont- 
real local last Thursday. "We 
fhid it strange that they looked 
for evidence four days before 
Michel Chartrand's trial. They 
should have searched before they 
accused him" quoted one CNTU

Pierre Vallleres, Charles Gagnon 
and Jacques Larue-Langloto. 

The bearded prisoner present- ' 
ed a request in his court ap- 
pearance today requesting that 
the judge resign from the bench. 
Ihe trade union leader has al- 
ready been sentenced to one year, 
in jail for contempt of court by

ed that the budget be held 
until we could straighten 
this matter out inwaet| 
this • is^^an automatisera-' 
cess and not uhùsuài^pro-.

ler spots , wliat is felt to 
be a serious problem. '

plicated an otherwise rou-' 
tine problem was an un- 
fortunate lack of com- 
munication between the 
office and your society.

At an open meeting of the Black StiideWAssociation 
yesterday, Dawson Swan, BSc 3, explained the BSA's 
charges against the Engineering Undergraduate Society. 

"We are not acting in response to the fact that we 
were refused money," "he inslsted.;^'lt.is the issue of 
what transpired between thé BSA ahdithe'EUS." 

; The factor that disturbed the BSA was that "certain 
members of the EUS council" tried to delay payment 
while a petition was circulated opposing the donation of 
funds. ^H^j^ 

He stated that the EUS, constitution allows '^^S^ 
traction of council decisions only by holding an open 
meeting. Since an open meeting of the EUS was not held, 
the BSA believes that the withholding of the money was an 
^unconstitutional action. "t^^^ 

"These things always happen^because people sit 
down and allow them to happen," he added. "Too few 
people are willing to figure out what it is all about." 

Swan also explained that the real issue behind the 
events is "fair treatmentV^The BSA went "according 
ta the rules. Just like we {have always done;" it was the 
EUS, they believe, that violated their own constitution.
